Canada Lends British Columbia 
#900,000 ! 

On the authority of a private tolo- 
grnra from Ottawa, dated Tuesday, •we 
are perinittod to statu that the Go- 
ornraent of Canada has consented to 
loan the Government of British Co- 
lumbia the sum of $900,000 for publio 
improvements, and that about one- 
fourth of that largo sum has been al- 
ready advanced. The conditions on 
•which the loan has been obtained is 
not stated; but it is supposed that it 
is made with the expressed or implied 
understanding that the new terms 
shall bo recast /uul railway work fur- 
ther delayod. Whether this he so or not, 
Canada has now got poor British Col- 
umbia in golden chains and the coun- 
try nood not bo surprised if sho should 
mako her own terms with this Govern- 
ment. Last week the organ of the 
Local Government transcended the 
bounds of common decency in apply- 
ing abusive epithets towards Mr. Mac- 
kenzie. It called on the Province to 
declare the Union dissolved and im 
plorod the people not to place the 
least dependence on Mr. Mackenzie's 
or Mr. Blake's word. From the lele- 
gram wo have quoted it will be seen 
that at tho very moment the passion- 
ate appeal was published tho Local 
Government were ongagod in placing 
the Province in tho power of the very- 
men the organ was so hotly denounc- 
ing. If the charactQi-3 of Mr. Macken- 
zie and Mr. Blake have been correctly 
painted by our contemporary, then, 
indeed, is British Columbia undone!

The meddling and muddling dispo- 
sition of the Attorney-General in tho 
matter of the Votors' Lists is already 
sufficiently notorious. He would not 
let enough alone, and as a consequence 
of his interference ho disfranchised 
one-third of tho civilized voters 
and enfranchised some 2000 Si- 
washes and half-a-thou8and Chi- 
nese. Judge Gray has recent- 
ly had another Act beforo him 
and has found it to present a jumble 
so extraordinary that he was unable 
to make any ordor under it. Tha Act 
in question was tho now Liquor Li- 
cense Act, and the learned Judge ap- 
pears to havo had no hesitation in de- 
claring at least ono of the sections in- 
operative. No doubt had his attention 
been directed to other sections he 
would havo boon forced to the same 
conclusion. With these frequent 
failures of tho statutes passed by tho 
Local Legislature, it is no wondor 
peoplo are boginning to ask whether 
there is aDy necessity for an Attorney 
General at all ? Surely, whon the 
country is taxed $-1,000 a year and tra- 
veling expenses lor an Attorney-Gen- 
eral it ought to iiave it laws drawn 
up in a presentable shape. One of 
these day* there will be a tremendoiiH 
faiiur-j of j asticj through the loose 
wording of a local statuto, and then 
there wdl be heard such a howl of 
popular indignation as will cause the 
author of the legal botchwork to start 
out of his seat. Tho public have not 
forgotton the- celebrated Q L1G9IU -'l ■l^ v " 
er Ferry Monopoly, which was so 
neatly upset by tho Chief Justice. 
That was a water privilege, however; 
and very littlo astonishment was ex- 
pressed at tho failure of tho Attorney- 
General to coniprohond a quostionjjin- 
volving a water-right. But people 
really had reason to hope ho would 
not bo caught tripping when tho sub- 
ject to bo dealt with was liquor. 



ing. And tho longer they are allowed 
to put the law at defiance with impu- 
nity tho more trouble thero will bo in 
quelling them. When tho magistrate 
went and told them to leave the land 
they wore trespassing on thoy coolly 
told him ho was drunk, although tho 
gentleman was perfectly sober. A 
fow months ago ono of our most re- 
spectable settlers, while riding quietly 
home, was accosted by a drunken Si- 
wash and told that ho (tho Indian) 
I was going to shoot him or some of his 
family, not because ho had any ill will 
to them, but that he wanted to kill 
somebody, and that the settlor's house 
was near to him. The gentleman af- 
ter warning the Indian's tillicums.rodc 
homo, put his wife and littlo onos in 
tho house, and sat down under his ve- 
randah, breech-loading riile in hand, 
prepared to blaze away whon the ene- 
my hovo in sijjht. Tho Indian went 
to the ranch, got his musket, and 
started on the war-path. At tho set- 
tler's fence, but a short distance from 
tho houso, he met another Indian, at 
whom he levelled his musket, and only 
that it snapped ono more Siwash 
would have gone to the "happy hunt- 
ing grounds of his fathers." Owing 
to tho scrimmage that ensued, my 
friend fortunately did not require to 
use his rillo. How soon may some 
drunken Siwash again wish to run-a- 
muck, and perhaps meet uome helpless 
white woman or child ? The idea 
makes my blood run cold from what 1 
know of Indian cruelty. Who will be 
responsible ? whoso duty is it to pro- 
tect our wives and little ones, and our 
lives and property? are we to be butch- 
ered for an Indian's drunken whim ? 
Tell me, Mr. Attorney-General, is it not 
your duty to prosecute, afford protection 
and make the law a terror to evil-do- 
ers? Is this your smartness that allows 
our once peaceable and still peacable 
Cowichan Indians (if properly man- 
aged) to put police, laws and magis- 
trates at defiance? Owing to your 
(not our) quarrel with tho Dominion 
Government, I am told the Indian 
Commissioner refuses to tako charge 
of tho reserves. 

In tho present critical state of affairs 
with tho natives, and not knowing how 
soon we mny.be involved in the horrors 
of war, the Ministry at once ought to have 
laid before tho Legislature their policy 
(if thoy havo got one), prepared to stand 
or fall by it. But wan thin embroglio too 
much, even for a Booth, and tho "Silent 
Brigaile ?" Why such low, petty intrigues 
to bafflo tho Committee on Indian Affairs, 
eo well exposed by our senior member? 
Woro tho correspondence and evidence 
so damning against the Ministry that thoy 
had to bo kept back at all hazards from 
public? Wo. who run tho risk of this 
wretched bungling, if not worHe.aro brand- 
ed as repndiators, and compared to 
American filibusters by the English press, 
because Walkem & (Jo.'s poor, contracted 
understandings deal in little schemes, 
which dishonour them if they fail, and do 
them no credit if thoy succood. We nro 
not fools to be deceived by misrepresen- 
tations of 

"Same slsadcrous tool of state. 
Some taunting, dull, anmsnncrod deputy," 

Who publishes all tho trash that tho Tory 
papers of Ontario and Quoboc write about 
tho Dominion Government and tho glori 
ous old Reformers of Canada. "In vain 
does slander pour her slime." Tho human 
and enlightened Indian policy of tho Ca- 
nadian Government has Leon long hold 
up to tho admiration of the civilized 
world. 

Who will be ridiculous enough tocom- 
pnre tho tried integrity and honour of 
Mr. Mackenzie with tho chaste and tern- 
porate Walkem, tho large hearted, liberal 
Beaven, or that able financier, tho learned 
and scholarly Armstrong? I havo already 
trespassed too much, Mr. Editor, on your 
apace, but with your permission* I may 
yet expose some more of our rulers' work.

"Our position is rather an awkward one, 
in consequence of the removal of our 
bridges anil tho inundation of our roads, 
but beyond this I don't know of any da 
mage. Toe MoGillivroy bridge fell first 
victim to old Father Fraser; it seems 
he is no respecter of persons.

Ashwwell at a cost to tho Municipality of 
near $800— it crossed the Hope Slough — 
on nrin pf tho Prase r, and was to all up 
pearapce a very substantial pieco of 
work.

Tho logs which were cleared 
from the base of tho mountain at the 
t(me of its construction have ftoatod on 
j,o tho toad, and in gome instances have 
played the part of rams to battor down 
tho telegraph poles."

Shakospcare and 
Walker tho question was deferred 
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Inquest 

At 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon Hon. 
A. F. Pemberton hold an inquest upon 
tho body of Edward Butler, who was 
found dead in an outhouso on tho alley 
between Johnson and Cormorant streets. 
The following gentlemen, P. Boudot, 
Wm, Nugent, P. Driscoll, T. McQovoin, 
John Johnson and Goo. Logan, having 
been empannelled as a jury, and Mr. 
Johnson chosen foreman, went over to 
view tho body, which was lying on its 
back in an outhouse in tho alley afore- 
said, the building being situated at tho 
bottom of a short flight of rickety stops. 
Tho corpse was partially undressed and 
appeared to havo been bleeding at tho 
nose. Tho jurv having been duly sworn, 

Mr. G. C. Keays deposed that while 
working in his shop very early yesterday 
morning, an Indian beckoned to him and 
said that a Boston man was dead. Ho 
went with the Indian and saw tho body 
and informed tho Police. The man's 
boots woro off when ho saw tho eorpso 
first and were lying close to deceased's 
feet. 

Dr. Holmekcn deposed that Inspector 
Bowden took him to seo tho body and ho 
(Dr. Helmoken) recognized it as that of 
a patient of his from tho Sound. The 
deceased had complained of dyspepsia 
and palpitation of the heart. Tho Doc- 
tor had soon him last on Tuesday morn-

for the uses to which steam is now op- 
plied, dust what this vnnor is and 
how it is mad,o tho discoverer refusea 
to ruake plain or divulge his hiddou 
Boorot until ho bus letters putont taken 
out in all tho countries of tho globe 
which issue pateat lights.

VEHY HETICEMT 

On tho subject of bis discovery, and 



referred your correspondent to his at- 
torney, Charles B. (Jollier. The lat- 
ter gentleman said that a private view 
of the working of the motor had boon 
made on tho 10th of November, 1871, 
boforo a number of capitalists, and 
that only threo weeks since another 
exhibition had been given boforo a 
nunibor of gentlemen from the Now 
England States. These latter wore so 
woll pleased with the modus operandi, 
and believed so firmly in tho ultimnto 
Bupersedure of steam by the now 
power, that they formed a stock com- 
pany, purchased tho patent right for 
tho six New England States, and paid 
$80,000 cash immediately for their 
share in tho invention, and aro ready 
to forward $200,000 more as soon as 
called upon. They will organizo a 
company with a capital of $3,000,000, 
and bo ready to manufacture tho en- 
gines and necessary apparatus as soon 
as tho proper patents aro secured. 

HISTORY OF THE DISCOVERY. 

Mr. Keoly alleges that tho discovery 
of this power was purely accidental. 
Up to within a short time he was a 
poor man, but, having a wonderful 
decree of natural mechanical skill, ho 
devoted all his tinio for tho past four- 
teen years to experiments with water, 
with a view of procuring a motive 
power from it. He was engaged up- 
on an idea of his own regarding the 
force of columns of water ono day 
when he accidentally discovered tho 
vapor which ho has harnessed. He 
studied the subject, ascertained how 
it was generated, learned its power, 
and thenceforth applied himself solely 
to tho perfection of this idea, work- 
ing night and day for a number of 
years, until his efforts wcro crowned 
with success. The apparatus by which 
this power is made is termed a "gen- 
erator" or "inultiplicator," and the 
vapor is then passed into a "receiver," 
and from thence to tho cylinder box 
of tho engine, where it drives tho 
piston and sets tho engine in mo- 
tion. 

the "generator" 
Is about threo feet high, made of Aus- 
trian gun metal, in ono solid piece, 
and will hold about ten or twelve gal- 
lons of water. It is four or five inch- 
es thick and made to stand the verv 
heavy pressure of 20,000 to 30,000 
pounds of vapor to tho square inch. 
The inside is composed of a number 
of cylindrical chambers, connected by 
pipes, and furnished with cocks and 
valves. Tho "reservoir" is about six 
inches in diameter and forty inches 
long, and is connected with the "gen- 
erator" by a pipe, which is about ono 
inch in circumference on tho outside, 
with a bore of about ono-eighth of an 
inch. Connected with both "genera- 
tor" and "receiver" is a "standpipo" 
of brass, about two and a half inches 
in diameter and threo feet high, 
having a spherical chamber at 
tho bottom, mado in two parts, 
by flanges, and connected to the 
pipe uniting tho "generator" and "re- 
servoir." The vapor geuorated in tho 
multiplicator is conveyed to the reser- 
voir, which contains numerous pipes, 
and from there by a "feed-pipe" to 
the engine. Tho engine is of pecu- 
liar construction, but tho inventor 
claims that tho vapor can bo at tached 
to any ordinary engine now in use 
with very slight alterations. 

CLAIMS OF THE INVENTOR. 

Mr. Keely -claims that this appara- 
tus will generate cold vapor from water 
by meohanioal appliances without the 
uso of chemicals. Tho water used is 
common river, spring or well water, 
and does not undergo any previous 
preparation, a rubber hose from an 
ordinary hydrant to tho generator be- 
ing used, as a means of convoying 
tho liquid. Tho peculiarity of this 
vapor is that it can bo used to tho 
best advantage at a pressure of from 
20,000 to 30,000 pounds to tho squuro 
inch. To the mechanical mind this 
seems impossible. Yet such is the 
claim of Mr. Keoly, and it has been 
attested that such is the fact by gen- 
tlemen who aro held to bo mechani- 
cal experts of tho highest grade. Yet 
with nil this immense pressure at his 
command, tho invontor is enabled to 
control his ongino and run it with the 
same 

EASE and facility 
As engines are now run by steam. Ho 
has tried the "motor" upon an engine 
of 20-hoiso power, and it' defied tho 
efforts of all tho gentlemen present to 
stop the fly-wheel. The water used, 
after it had passed through tho "mul- 
tiplicator," has no perceptible smell 
or taste, and Beeins as pu»e as when it 
firdt entered, thus snowing conclu- 
sively that no secret chemical prooos* 
is employed to carry out tho object 
designed. Tho parts of tho genera- 
tor and multipjicator aro all mado of 
welded iron of great thickness and 
strength. The connecting pipes aro 
also Bmnll and of great thickness, and 
are oxidized and nlanishod ho as to 
prevent the forco\jf tho vapor escap- 
| ing through tho pores of tho m*tal. 
Steam could not pass through tho 
connecting pipes which aro used on 
this apparatus, since tho boro ib. only 
about tho dimension of a knitting- 
needle, 

DANGER OF EXPLOSION'. 

"With this immense power nt hand 
ono would naturally fear an explosion 
most disastrous in its results. But 
such it is claimed cannot bo tho case, 
Hinco when tho vapor cornea in con- 
tact with the atmosphere it ceases to 
expand, anil instantly goos back to its 
original state— namely, air and writer; 
therefore, in this regard, \i is loss 
dangerous than either gunpowder or 
HU'.nui. Tho vapor is thinner than air, 
and will not cut t ho niota! in escap-i 
ing or passing through tho throttle 
valve. It cannot bo exploded or 
caused, to game by t,ho application of 



beat to it. A lighted candle has been 
held at tho mouth of a cock, and tho 
force of tho air did not even extin- 
guish tho light, and did not havo any 
offensive odor— in fact, nono at all 
was precoptiblo. Tho rapidity with 
which this vapor can bo generated is 
almost inappreciable. "In five se- 
conds," says Mr. Keely, "1 can sup- 
ply 2,000 pounds of vapor to tho 
square inch, and enough to run a 
train of ten cars from Philadelphia to 
New York and return." It seems al- 
most instantaneous, so snort is the 
timo consumed. Tho vapor has a 
damp, cold feeling. There is not tho 
least noise perceptible in its genera- 
tion. 

TO APPLY THIS MOTOR 

To any engine now in uso will first 
require a dispensing of tho boiler, as 
tho receiver and generator will take 
its piace; secondly, the fire-box must 
be removed as a useless adornment; 
and, thirdly, in locomotives there will 
bo no uso for the tender. Tho power 
will bo supplied to the engine, and 
the train will move off at any rate of 
speed which may bo desired, provided 
all that has been claimed for the "mo- 
tor" does not, fail. With a Kce y 
"motor" attached to a steamer, the 
voyage of the world canjbe mado with- 
out coal, but us the action of salt 
water in producing the vapor has 
never boon tested, it remains to 1 o 
seen whether or not u vessel would 
not bo obliged to fill up the space 
occupied by coal-bins with water 
tanks. Just here tho inveidhm u\ - 
poured must wonderful. X$ said 
that with about an ordinary tumbler 
of water a 20 horse power engine can 
be made to run an hour and perform 
its full service. "Seeing will bo be- 
lieving" in this matter, and the sooner 
Mr. Keely makes his 

FIRST PUBLIC EXHIBITION 

Of tho invention will tho publio at 
largo and the world in general come 
to regard tho name of Keely as they 
do that of Fulton or Watt. Mr. Koch- 
says that the first public exhibition 
will be upon the Pennsylvania Hail- 
road, w hen ho proposes to take a train 
from this city to New York and re- 
turn. He will have the "generator" 
stationed at West Philadelphia, fill 
the "receiver," which accompanies the 
ongino, and take vapor enough to draw 
twenty cars to New York and back. 
Tho passage of the train will be si- 
lent. Thero will bo no cinders, no 
escaping steam or dropping of coals to 
set liro to bridges. The engine will 
be smaller than thoso now in use, but 
will bo of greater horse power. Ho 
says that the generator can cither be 
carried on the train or left at a depot, 
according to the wishes of the en- 
gineer. It is small and compact and 
takes up very little room. 

FOR STREET CARS, 

As a motive power, this invention, it 
is claimed, will undoubtedly become 
popular. Tho cost of the apparatus 
will range from $500 to $2,500, accord- 
ing to tho size and finish desired. It 
is evident from the character of the 
gentlemen who are interested in tho 
"Keoly Motor Company," and the 
amount of money they have advanced, 
that they regard this invention as the 
wonder of tho nineteenth century.
